Tbo Individual man or wo- 
man by this power can be u Kraiikeii- 
sUiii ereating dcniuiis lo criisli Hie 
world nr a riiidias, ciii'aptiirin;,' and 
cbarinin^' iiiankiiiil by developing 
beauty out uf dcfui'inily, lovciiiiess 
out of crudity and irregularitv. 
Your In-dlvldual Influence cxer- 
icd in the lino of lliu true, the 
beaiiliful and Hie good, can 
make another life whal tmd iiilcmlcd 
Il sbmild be ; e.\ei led on the side uf 
sin and uiiriglilemisiiess, il will 
change some fair life Into a dark and 
muuriifiil history.
